DAY OF REST. 


It has been written that the Sabbath 
was made for man, and not man for the 
Sabbath; that is, the day was set apart 
for his comfort, convenience, and wel- 
fare. In it he could rest from his toil, 
and recuperate fromthe wear of the 
preceding six days. The provision was 
a wise one. And if it was deemed a 
necessity .in the ancient days, when 
men were largely living nomadic lives, 
how much greater the necessity now 
when laborers are so generally immur- 
ed in buildings more or less unhealthy, 
and spend nearly all of the waking}s 
hours of the day in labor. We are 
looking at the matter from a physical 
stand point, and having been always 4 
toiler, appreciate the wisdom of tak- 
ing an occasional day of rest, and have 
wondered that any laboring men or 
women would consent to be robbed of 
this birth-right, and Divine gift. 
Whatever may be said of the great He- 
brew law-giver, and however much we 
may question the Divinity of the ten 
Commandments, it will be conceded 
that the law to rest the seventh day 
was a good one. And that there were ur- 
gent reasons for its observance may be 
inferred from the manner in which it 
was dwelt upon. We are reminded 


first to keep it holy; and next to do all | 8© 


our work in six days; and then re- 
minded that the day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God; “in it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, thy man-servant, 
nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is 
within thy gates.” It was to be a day 
of full and complete rest as far as con- 
sistent with our physical wants. And 
in the days of the wanderings of Israel, 
it will be remembered there was given 
of manra on the sixth day of the week 
a sufficient supply for the seventh day, 
and none fell on the Sabbath. And 
the command of Moses to those who 
went manna hunting on the day of 
rest, and found none, was: “Abide ye 


every man in his place, let no man go 


out of his place on the seventh day.” 
“So the people rested on the seventh 
day.” 


POSTAL DELIVERY. 


We thank the San 9 Gan Jose Times for its 
good words in aid of our postal free 
delivery. Its suggestion to have the 
law changed so that cities of less than 
20,000 can enjoy the privileges of the 
system is a good one. But we are of 
opinion that in our case we have a 
population within the delivery of our 
postoffice that entitles us to the sys- 
tem. The spirit of the law would not 
be violated if we were credited with 
the large population outside of our city 
limits proper, doing its postal business 
at our office. When the census was 
taken in 1880 we had in the city a lit- 
tle less than 12,000 inhabitants. The 
increase hus been very large and 
doubtless is rapidly nearing the num- 
ber required by the law for free deliv- 
ery. If the matter is pressed and 


_ properly worked we think we should 


have the syrtem under the present 
law, but failing in it, then we must 
strike for an amendment to the law. 
We cannot wait for the census of 1890. 


THE CHINESE TREATY. 

The portion of the treaty with China 
on which:the anti-Chinese bilf which 
has just passed the Congress, is based, 
is as follows: 


“Whenever, in the opinion of the 
Government of the United States, the 
coming of Chinese laborers to the 
United, States, or their residence 
therein, affects, or threatens to affect, 
the interests of that country, or to en- 
danger the good order of any locality 
within the t-rritory thereof, the Gov- 
ernment of China agrees that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States may 
regulate, limit or suspend such coming 
or residence, but may not absolutely 
prohibit it. The limitation or suspen- 
sion shall be reasunable, and shall 
. ply only to Chinese who may go to 

e United States as laborers, other 
al not being included in the lim- 
itation. Legislation in regard to 
Chinese laborers will be of -such a 

character only as is necessary to en- 
force- the regulation, limitation, or 
suspension of immigration, and immi- 
grants shall not be subject to personal 
maltreatment or abuse.”

Emerson. The hands that swept lyres 
of world-wide celebrity are motionless 
and cold in death. But, blessings on 
“the art preservative of all arts,” the 
sweet melodies that won them all 
hearts shall keep their memories green 
forever. Generations hence, Bryant 
will walk with 


“dim, who in the love of Nature, holds 
Communion with her visible forms 


And away in future centuries 

“Rachel for her children crying,” 
Will bless Longfellow for holding the 
door of the grave ajar, that she may 
see the loved one gone before, where 


“In that great cloisters stillness and seclusion, 
By guardian angels*led, 

Safe from temptation, safe from sin’ 8 pollution, 
She lives whom we call dead.” 


And the: weary in the irrepressible 
battle of life will be encouraged and 
strengthened to renew the fray by the 


hopeful, prophetic lines of Emerson— 


‘“‘Whoever fights, whoever falls, 
Justice conquers evermore, 

Justice after as before— 

And he who battles on her side, 

God, though he were ten times slain, 
Crowns him victor glorifiied— 

Victor over death and pain, 
Forever’ 


Ralph Waldo Emerson was born in 
Boston, Mass., May 25, 1803, and so at 
his death was within one month of 79 
years of age. He was fatherless at his 
eighth year, and in his fourteenth he 
entered Harvard College, and graduated 
in 1821. History mentions that he did 
not attain a high rank 1n his class, and 
gave little promise then of becoming a 
celebrity. He taught school for five 
years after leaving college, and was 
afterwards appointed to preach, but 
his health failing, he went south and 

ent a winter in South Carolina and 

lorida. He afterwards entered the 
ministry of the Unitarian denomina- 
tion. His forefathers were clergymen, 
and he was tie eighth in unbroken 
succession, in the same field of labor. 
Mr. Emerson contributed very largely 
te the literature of the country as a 
tee lecturer, essayist and poct. 

Ie delivered many unpublished ad- 
dresses on slavery, woman’s rights, and 
other topics of public interest. Wrote 
a critic of him: “As a writer, Mr 
Emerson is distinguished fora singular 
union of poetic imagination with prac- 
tical acuteness. His vision takes a 
wide sweep in the realms of the ideal, 
but is no less firm and penetrating in 
the sphere of facts. * He gives 
few reasons, even tien he is most rea- 
sonable. He does not prove, but an- 
nounces, aiming directly at the intelli- 
nce of his readers, without striving 
to extract a reluctant assent by force 
of argument. * * His observation, 
his wit, his reason, his imagination, his 
style, all obey the controlling sense of 
beauty, which is at the heart of his 
nature, and instinctively avoid the 
ugly and thé base.” 

Mr. Emerson bad many warm admir- 
ers, who are living witnesses of his 
worth and virtues, and who look u -—e 
his exit in ripe old age as a fit endin& 
of a well spent and useful life.

LOWER CALIFORNIA GOLD MINES. 


The “Old Tannel” Company—A Los 
Angeles Organization. 

A few months since a few gentlemen, 
residents of this city, organized the 
“Old Tunnel Mining and Milling Com- 
pany,’’ to operate and work the ‘Old 
Tunnel’’ group of mines, situated in 
and near the Real del Castillo (San 
| Rafael) in Lower California, about 100 
miles southeast of San Diego and 45 
miles from the American line, as a bird 
flies. This group of mines consist of 
the Tunnel,’’ ‘‘New Castillo,” 
“New Pueblo,’’ “Mt. Vernon’’ and 
“Maraquita’’ mines, all in the same 


belt and adjoining each other, and the 
first three on the same veins. Each 
location consists of a plat of ground 660 
feet in width by 2,600 feet in length. 
These mines have all been worked, in 
Mexican style, for the past fourteea 
years, employing at times 30 to 40 men 
in each. It is estimated that from $3,- 
000,0% to $7,000,000 have already been 
taken out of them, all worked or crushed 
in the hand mortar, or the old Mexican 
arastra. There are three distinct veirs 
that run through the grou»; each of 
these veins are from 21; to 6 feet wide. 
Besides these veins there are many 
stringers leading to them from twelve 
to twenty inches wide, rich in free gold. 
The deepest workings are only 160 feet. 
No sulphurets have as yet ever been dis- 
covered in the group. There are proba- 
bly from 75 to 100 shafts, tunnels, 
inclines and openings on the tive mines, 
ranging from 20 to 70 feet deep, from 
which gold has been taken. The ‘Vid 
Tunnel’ ‘Company commenced their 
mill February 14th, had to waitten days 
for the machinery, and hal it started 
April 7th. It commenced running regu- 
larly on the 14th. 

The mill is a ten-stamp mill of the 
Hammoud pattern—40U |b stamps, drop 
six inches and 115 drops per minute. 
The ore is delivered at the chute above 
the mill, where it descends to a No. 3 
Wheeler crusher—which will crush not 
far from 30 to 35 tons per day—from 
which the ore falls by a chute into self- 
feeders, from which it is fed to two five- 
stamp batteries, from which it passe 
over silver plated (quadruple plate) 
copper plates. The mili is supplied 
with water from the creek at the foot of 
the mill by a No. 3 Hooker pump, capa- 
ble of pumping 4,000 gallons per hour, ° 
into a tank holding 4,200 gallons. The 
mill ia driven by an Ohmeu eunypiue, 
built in San Francisco, and has power 
to drive ten additional stamps. The mill 
will crush one ton per hour of ordinary 
quartz and requires less than one cord 
of oak wood per 24 hours for fuel. All 
of the mines lie within one and a half 
miles of the mill. The inil! stands on 
the old Tunnel mine, on one of the 
veins, and within the litt!e M«xican vil- 
sage of the Real del Castillo (San 
Rafael), a town of 47 honses, three 
stores, two saloons, no hotel, two cor- 
rals, one blacksmith shop, two restaur- 
ants, one school house. The Company 
have a full force of men at work in the 
mines taking out ore for the mill. 


AFTER THE HISTORIAN. 


A Correspondent Doesn't Agree With 
ReeiwW's History. 
The recent historian who has furn- 
ished the Times with an _ interesting 
sketch ofthe Indians and the Mission 
Fathers, has been misled. If the faith 
of the Indian were so beautiful as he 
describes it there would be little need of 
the preaching of the gospel of peace. But 
the fact is the Indian of California had no 
more idea of a Deity, salvaticu or future 
reward and punishment than the Chi- 
namen, with whom he is ailied physi- 
cally in a most striking manner. His 
faith was a stolid indifference, a vague 
worship of birds and «quadrupeds. 
The eagle and the raven were as 
worshipped as the white ox 
and the cats were amorg the Egyptians. 
Their feasts and rites are stil! continued 
in the mountain fastnesses, and if 
witnessed by our modern historian he 
would give up all idea of romance con- 
nected with them. They worship the 
eagle; he is their Christ, has supersti- 
tious reverence for coyotes; baked their 
maidens in ovens several days prepara- 
tory to selling them to the highest 
bidder. The Solar Walk or Milky Way, 
is as queer to them as honesty or 
chastity in our sense. They had no 
name for virtue. Hugo Reid, to whom 
the historian refers, wus an adventurer. 
He married a squaw, cast longing eyes 
on the land of the mission, squatted 
down on its orchard, end like all his 
his congenera, who plundered the mis- 
sions, he never had a kindly feeling for 
those whom he despoiled. 
The compulsory observance of relig- 
ion 18 not a new thing. The Teutonic 
Knights entered Prussia with the sword 
in one hand and the cross in the other. 
The native Prussians had to take one or 
the other.. Mahommed did the same. 
Cromwell and his followers did the 
same. From the days of Constantine 
to the present the same game is being, 
played. All that children learn of 
Christianity is compulsory in a meas- 
ure. The Indians were called Neophites 
and were treated as children. When 
he once embraced the faith he was nog 
permitted to return to paganism. The 
runaways of the Mission were sent for 
by governmental authority the same as 
now on our reservations. This is 
the truth. 

The old mission fathers were no or- 
dinary men; they were, in muny instan- 
ces, the sons of noble men, men who 
could pray and fight. The long wars of 
the Saracen gave birth iv this christian 
chivalry in Spain. They could under- 
ake and do anything under the banner of 
the cross. The age and circumstance 
of the epoch brought out this quality, 
and it made a great and conquering 
people.
